Remedy for Potato Blight. 

An effectual remedy for potato 
i blight has been found in bor- 
deaux mixture, which consists 
of four pounds of copper Sul- 
phate and five or six pounds of 
fresh lime in sixty gallons of 
water. This remedy is also ef- 
sectual against what is known as 
the early blight, which attacks 
the early varieties; while the 
late blight seldow appears before 
the 1st of August and does not 
attack the late kinds unless they 
are planted late in the season. 
This muxture can be used in con- 
nected with Paris green or ar- 
senate of lead for the potato 
beetle. The arsenical article is 
especially valuable, as it does 
not burn the foliage and adheres 
so firmly that it is not easily 
washed off by rain. 

From observations at the ex- 
periment station, Geneva, N. Y., 
Prof. John Craig finds that pink 
rot in apples is found together 
with apple scab, and measures 
which prevent scab prevent the 
pink rot. Both these diseases 
give mo3t trouble in rainy sea- 
sons. When scab is prevalent a 
late spraying will pay. Cold 
storage checks both pink rot and 
scab on the fruit, but they will 
develop under common storage. 
The main point is to spray 
thoroughly for apple scab, es- 
pecially if the season is a moist 
one.

Those who deplore the passing 
of the old time summer should 
look up the records of the year 
1816, and note what happened 
then. 1816 was called "the year 
without a summer." There was 
a frost in every month of the 
year. January and February 
were mild; March was blustering 
and raw; at the end of April 
snow fell abundantly, and the 
brooks were ice imprisoned as in 
winter. In May the wondering 
buds and young plants were nip- 
ped ere they were aware; the 
corn was annihilated by an ice 
sheet that formed to the thick- 
ness of half an inch. In June 
snow " fell three inches deep in 
New York and Massachusetts, 
and the destruction of growing 
things begun in May was disas- 
trously completed. On the 5th 
day of July ice as thick as a 
window glass was a common 
phenomenon in Pennsylvania 
and in August there was ice half 
an inch thick. Pennsylvania 
farmers were compelled to pay 
$4 to $5 a bushel for corn for 
next spring's planting. Winter 
seemed to set in during the lat- 
ter fortnight of September;from 
that time forward ice and snow 
were no time lacking.

The Vegetable Garden. 

"Has your farm garden brought 
in the returns which you hoped? 
If not, why not? Is it too large, 
and not worked intensively 
enough? Or is it too small, and 
not sufficient to take up all the 
labor that can be given to it? No 
garden should be larger than can 
be worked to the utmost degree 
of economy of workers and ma- 
terials. On the other hand if it 
is too small for your needs, or to 
bring you the profit which can 
be earned by the labor at hand, 
you are losing good opportuni- 
ty, says" Up to Date Farming. 
"I have always advocated for the 
farmer two vegetable gardens- 
one in service, and the other be- 
ing grown to soiling crops, in 
order to restore and retain fer- 
tility. If you now have but one 
garden plan the laying out of an- 
other one for the coming sum- 
mer. Plan to break it up, and 
put it in growth of a good le- 
gume, such as cow peas, or one 
of the clovers to be plowed down 
after it has a growth of one year, 
while in bloom. This will enable 
you to take the old garden in 
hand and let it lie fallow a year, 
and then give it cover crops for 
three years, when it will be 
ready for its turn. 

You need also to do some plan- 
ning as to what you will grow in 
your garden. A farmer's gar- 
den should not do less than keep 
up his table the year round, by 
paying the storebills, and it can 
be made to do more, when good 
prices prevail under equity meth- 
ods. 

Was the last year's garden a 
success? Did your markef'take" 
well to what you offered it? Did 
you grow some of the finest 
novelties and new things, and of- 
fer them for high prices? If not 
the remedy is to arrange for those 
things which will find the readi- 
est market, at the best prices, 
and make you feel that it has 
been worth while to have a gar- 
den. Do your planning and the 
women-folk should be in the 
planning— for a very large por- 
tion of the work, and much of the 
responsibility will fall to them."

Now we behold a beautiful ex- 
ample of how the new Circuit 
Judges' bill, about which The 
Times heretofore made a few re- 
marks: The law, which be- 
came operative Monday, June 
13th, requires every Circuit 
Judge to act as special judge in 
districts other than his own when 
appointed by the Governor, and 
when he is not engaged in hold- 
ing court i n his own district. 
Judge W. P. Sandidge is the first 
judge to act as special judge un- 
der this law. He was sent to 
Elizabethtown the very day the 
law became operative, Judge 
Chelf, of that district, being in- 
capacitated b y sickness. The 
term last3 for three weeks. Now 
the following Monday Judge San- 
didge had to go to Franklin to 
hold the regular June term of 
the Simpson Circuit Court, and 
of course, another judge had to 
be sent to Elizabethtown in his 
stead. The inconvenience and 
confusion arising from these 
changes of judges during courts 
is clearly apparent to attorneys, 
frequently annoying and expen- 
sive to litigants.

Will Rosenvelt Endorse Taft? 

Those who believe Theodore 
Roosevelt will not indorse the 
Taft administration are increas- 
ing in number. 

There is much new circumstan- 
tial evidence to sustain this view. 
In the first place, the ex-Presi- 
dent has accepted an invitation 
to be the guest of honor at a din- 
ner to be given in New York on i 
June 22 by Robert Collier, the 
publisher of the magazine which 
has been carrying on such relent- 
less warfare against Ballinger 
and Taft administration. It is 
contended by the insurgents that 
Mr. Roosevelt's action in agree- 
ing to be the guest of the pub- 
lisher was equivalent to putting 
the mark of his approval on the 
campaign against the Taft cabi- 
net member. 

Roosevelt has signified his in- 
tention of meeting Representa- 
tives Fish, of Massachusetts, and 
Murdock, of Kansas, soon after 
his arrival on American soil. 
Both are insurgents. 

But the regulars persist Roose- 
velt is with them. Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman, in his recent ad- 
dress before the Citizens' Indus- 
trial Association at St. Louis 
said: "Roosevelt will undoubt- 
edly make several speeches 
during the campaign, and in 
these speeches he will indorse 
the tariff law and will indorse 
Mr. Taft in every particular." 

The Republican Congressional 
committee is sending this view 
of the sit nation to papers in all 
parts of the country, although 
there is nothing to justify it. 

To the writer, the signs, of 
the times read that Roosevelt 
cannot afford to indorse the Taft 
administration. The price the 
ex-President would be compelled 
to pay for such an indiscretion 
would be a large portion of his 
present popularity. From the 
standpoint of the historian, such 
a finale his career would do great 
damage. 



President Taft has worked 
hand in hand with Aldrich, Can- 
non and the exposed and dis- 
credited Ballinger. Roosevelt 
cannot indorse without indorsing 
Taft's associates in the govern- 
ment. Indorsement of this 
crowd would be even more than 
the great popularity of Theodore 
Roosevelt could stand. 

The Taft administration is dis- 
credited with the country at 
least to the exent that it is domi- 
nated by men like Aldrich.who in 
turn are dominated by the greedy 
corpate interest has made Al- 
drich's cause his own. 

The President is undoubtedly 
being fooled. 

"Just keep cool and stick by 
Aldrich," he is being advised by 
men like Guggenheim, Stephen- 
son of Wisconsin, cousin, and 
Lodge of Massachusetts. "The 
feeling against Aldrich will soon 
blow over, and then the grumb- 
ling against the administration 
will turn to hearty commenda 
tion " 

The President apparently be- 
lieves this brand of philosophy. 
He is sticking to Aldrich. He is 
waiting, hoping that the time of 
adverse public sentiment will 
change. 

But he will not adandon Boss 
Aldrich; indeed, he could not if 
he would. Therefore the cause 
of the PresidentJIis as much a 
lost cause as is that of Aldrich. 

Ex-President Roosevelt has 
never made it a practice to'cham- 
pion causes that are lost, and it 
is almost impossible for the in- 
surgents to believe that he will 
begin at this late day. 



A Glorious and Safe Fourth. 

' 'Dynamite is not essential to 
patriotism, but neither is total 
abstinence from fireworks nec- 
essary to a sane Fourth," says 
Woman's Home Companion for 
June. "Washington, for instance 
had in 1909, a muncipal fire- 
works display conducted by ex- 
perts, lasting two hours, wit- 
nessed by forty thousand people, 
and will have another this year. 
The money was subscribed by 
business men, fireworks bought 
of a firm willing to send men to 
set them off and the exhibition 
held in an open space where no 
damage to life nor building could 
nor did result. An automobile 
parade, with prizes, was arrang- 
ed by a local newspaper, boat 
clubs held regattas, and a gener- 
al exodus for a picnic day and a 
day in the country occurred. For 
those who had a mind for it, 
patriotic assemblies were held, 
the Declaration read and music 
played its part. And Washing- 
ton found it worth while, as Tole- 
do has, and Chicago and Cleve- 
land. New York City joins the 
procession this year. There will 
be no going back to the old ways. 
The new way has been tried and 
found admirable. 

"What Washington has done 
on a large scale you, in your fam- 
ily and in your neighborhood, 
can do with equal effect. You 
may not be able, this first year, 
to change public sentiment in 
your community, but you can 
change it in your own circle. 
And if you cannot persuade your 
friends to choose the right course 
with you, at least you can <io this 
much for them: Show them this 
page. Make them understatd 
the nature of the danger they 
face. Above all, tell them that 
if your words and the words of 
their trusted physician have no 
weight on the question of denying 
fireworks
